A WARNING TO MORMONS. 

LONDON, October 22.— Attention having 
been drawn by the recent extensive depart- 
ures from Liverpool of Mormon converts to 
the proselytizing efforts made by professors 
and elders of that faith, Major Greig, Head 
Constable of Liverpool, has issued notice by 
way of warning, reciting there is reason to 
believe that a system of soliciting persons to 
join the faith and emigrate to America ex- 
tensively prevails, and reminding such per- 
sons that by the American law polygamy is 
prohibited, and that those who practice it are 
liable to heavy fines and long terms of impris- 
onment. 

A GREAT LIBERAL DEMONSTRATION 
takes place in Manchester at the end of the 
week. Among the speakers will be Lord 
Hartington, John Bright, Anthony J. Mun- 
dells, William P. Adam and Peter Rylands, 
all members of Parliament. 

GLADSTONE INTERVIEWED. 

The Gaulois, a Paris newspaper, publishes 
an interview with Gladstone, who, replving 
to the question whether in the event of a Lib- 
eral victory at the next elections he would 
place himself at the head of affairs, said that 
Lords Hartington and Granville would suffice 
for the task. He himself would only resume 
the office forced by his fellow country me n. 

‘The Ganlois further that Glad- 
stone deprecated the contention with 
Russia about Afghanistan, and said 
he believed there would not be any. India 
had absolutely nothing to fear from Russia, 
which kas as much as she can do to hold her 
conquests in Turkistan. The Austro-German 
alliance, he said, was donbtless intended as 
acheck to Russia, but the importance 
such an alliance should not be exaggerate |, as 
Bismarck would 
he had abandoned 
parties which served his 
purpose. Gladstone thought France 
and England had made an stake in permit- 
ting Turkey to resume her privileges in Egypt 
by the deposition of the Khedive, and that it 
was also a mistake to exelude other Euro- 
pean powers from sharing in Egyptian con- 
trol. England’s road to India must be re- 
tained by keeping up her maritime equip- 
ment. 

Gladstone said his recent visit to Italy sat- 
isfied him thatthe Italia Irredenta question 
would not prove asource of danger to the 
peace of Italy. He believed that the next 
election in England would return a Liberal 
majority. lie pointed out Lord 
Derby’s course as an important sign of the 
times. He expressed a flattering opinion of 
the present position and future prospects of 
France, and did not believe such episodes as 
the election of Humbert were of any import- 
ance.

Badly Wrecked. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., October 22.—An accident 
occurred on the Pittsburg and Lake. Erie 
Railroad about 11 o’clock last night, near 
Bridgewater Station, in which a freight 
train was badly wrecked. twelve cars being 
thrown from the track. G. C. Lemmon, a 
Lrakeman, was instantly killed. Geo. Ful- 
ton, fireman, and H. L. Knorr, engineer, 
were painfully but not seriously injured. 


A Sad Accident. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., October 22.—Three lit- 
tle girls named Stella, Lillieand Mary Dunn, 
daughters of John Dunn, this morning ob- 
tained possession of a railway signal torpedo, 
which they attempted to open by pounding it 
with a boulder. An explosion followed, 
which fatally injured Stella, aged three years. 
A fragment struck Lillie in the face, cutting 
out one eye, and itis thought destroying the 
sight of the other. Mary, the oldest, aged 
seven, Who handled the torpedo, escaped with 
no more serious injury than badly lacerated 
hands. 


A-Fatal Dispute.

Proceedings of the Supreme Court 
in the Case. 


Arguments of Counsel for the City and 
Company.

To-Night Set Apart for the Conclusion of 
the Case. 


Special to the Pcst- Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., October 22.—The ar- 
gument before the Supreme Court in the gas 
suit began yesterday morning ut ten o'clock 
with all the Judges presentfjexcept Judge Sher 
wood, who excuses himself on the ground that 
a relative of his is an interested party to the 
suit. Mr.John R. Shepley occupied nearly 
the whole ot the forenoon in stating the case. 

The argument was opened by ex-Gov. W. FP. 
Hallitor{the Gaslight Company. He claimed 
thatthe suit was Darred on the contract of 
1846, and that it must fail because the contract 
was invalid, the directors of the company 
having no power to make the contract provid- 
ing for a sale of the property in 1870 tothe city. 

He also argued that the contract of 1873 was 
valid, providing for the dismissal of the suit by 
the city, and wasa binding contract, valid in all 
particular, and theeffectof it was to ter- 
minate the rightof the city to acquire the 
property of the company. These were the 
main points relied on by Mr. Hall, but he 
also presented a number of minor points, 
which he argued at ledgth, 
and closed asking that the 
judgment below be set aside. 

He was followed by Mr. Leverett Bell, for 
the city. whe gave a comprehensive statement 
of the dealings between the 
Gaslight Company and the city 
from 1839 to 1873. Mr. Bell then took up the 
tripartite contract of 1873 and procecded to 
demonstrate that it was invalid on these 
grounds, viz.: There was no consideration 
supposing the city possessed no power to en- 
ter into it, and the Laclede and St. Louis Gas- 
tight companies were forbidden by their re 
spective charters to become parties to it. 
The proceedings taken DY the city 
for tbe purchase in 1560 and in 1870 were dis- 
cussed by him, and the account was explained 
and the aecree explained and sup- 
ported. 

Ihe objections of the Gaslight 
Company to the proceeding, six in number, 
were answered by Mr. Bell, and he closed 
witha summary of the plaintiff's case, and 
asked the full aflirmance of the judgment 
below. Mr. Bell closed at10 o'clock last night, 
occupying about two hours.

KILLED BY A CIRCUS MAN. 


Johnny Kinney Dies From the Effects of a 
Blow From a Stone. 

In the second story of tenement builcing No. 
813 North Tenth street lie] the remains of 
Johnny Kinney, a little eleven year-old lad, 
who died last night from the effects of a blow 
on the head with a stene, inflicted by one of 
the canvas men of Robinson's’ circus 
on the night of the 2d inst. 
The case was reported to Coroner 
Auler at 11 0’clock this morning, anda Posr- 
DISPATCH reporter sought out the dead boy's 
home and obtained a true version of the iatest 
murder. The house, a mean, Ccilapidated, 
weather-stained frame, was tound, anda pair 
ot rickety stairs ascended tothe head, where 
acrowd of weeping women were assembled 
around a table where the corpse was laid 
out, surroundedjby the funeral paraphernalia 
ofthe Cathohe Church. The form was covered 
with the customary white spread, relieved by 
bits of artistically clipped tissue paper, asd 80 
ariangeca as to leave oOnly* the waxen-like 
hands visible. Removing the covering fiom the 
face a, deep indentation was perceptibie in the 
center cf the forehead, which told 
that death had resulted trom vio- 
lence. The skull, from outward appearanc:, 
bore evidence of having been fractured, and 
the blow must have been a heavy one. Apart 
from the guests, in one corner. Mrs, Margaret 
Kinney, an aged widow, and the mother ot the 
dend boy, wus seated, weeping asif her heart 
would break, and her simple story telis at least 
in part the story of the tragedy. 

‘*Hg wasimy pet, she bezan, ‘‘andI never 
thought that be would be murdered. It was 
only two weeks ago last Thursday evening that 
he leit the house and went overtothecircus 
lot on Washington avenue. In un hour he came 
back, and staggered up the stairs like a man 
with too much liquor, and fell here at my feet 
crying that he was killed. The blood 
wus streaming down all over his 
fuce and it was some time betore I couid revive 
him with coid water so that he was able to tell 
me how he got hurt. He said that he and some 
other boys were at the rear ofthe circus tent, 
and one of the carvas men ran out and huried 
austone at him which struck him in the fore 
head. I washed the blood from his face, sent 
out and got some court plaster and 
brought his torehead together and put him to 
bed. He was no better next day, and so I 
did what I could for him and he lay en his 
bed until fever set in. 1 then cailed Drs. Rob- 
inson and Prewitt, but they could do nothing, 
and so he died. He was murdered, but he 
was never able to teil me who was his murder 


The remainder of the family knew nothing 
more of the case, and City Physican Robinson 
was Visited. Dr. Robinson was called to see 
the boy one day last week and tound him suf- 
fering from what he thought a fracture of the 
skull and fever arising from the inflammati>n. 
He cal ed in Dr. Prewitt as counsel and they at 
once pronounced the case as hupelesss. 

Dr. Prewitt advised a surgical operation, 
thinking that if spiinters of the fracture could 
be removed the poy would stand a chance tor 
recovery, but tue mother objected and the 
child died. 

Coroner Auler will make a thorough investi- 
gation of the case, andthe Police Department 
will be called into requi-ition 
out the murderer, but the chances 
for his apprehensiogx are deci‘tedly unfavor- 
able. The circus is now far removed, traveling 
through the Southwest,and it is feared that tie 
attacnee who struck the boy cannot be ideati- 
tied if found. A party of boys witnessed the 
act, but as it was between 7 and 5 o'clock in 
the evening, the dusk was so heavy that they 
were unable to give any description of the per- 
petrator.

and the general public, deem it best to ac- 
cede to the very unjust demands of the 
miners and pay the advance 
demanded, rather than have 11 
protracted strike and thereby a compi te in 
terruption of all trade and business, which are 
just beginning to develop a healthy activity.

A Revolution in Street-Car 
Fare. 


The First Break Made by the Mis- 
souri Railroad Co,

The Ticket System—The Car-Line Clearing 
House—Smoking On the Cars. 


The fact that on the Olive and Market street 
cars gthe Missouri Railroad Co. was no longer 
insisting on seven cents, for acash fare, but was 
taking five cents has been observed by all who 
have traveled onthe lines of the ‘company. 
Few passengers like to pay seven cents 
or to buy a quarter's worth of tickets, 
the general sentiment of the town being that 
the present system is a nuisance that ought to 
be abated. Car tickets pass as money through- 
out the city and will buy anz thing that a 
nie kel will purchase, but still there is a preju- 
dice against them, which will hail their final 
disappearance with much satisfaction. A re- 
porter of the Post-DisrpatcH called at 
the office of the Missouri Railroad Company in 
quest of some information onthe subject, and 
the result of his inquiries may be summed up 
thus: 

THE TICKET SYSTEM 

was adopted by the different companies as a 
protective measure and not with any design to 
make money out of it. It acted as a check 
upon the conductors, who, while the majority 
are believed to be honest, still in 
the opinion of the different companies need 
considerable watching. 

The fact is that but very little money was 
takenin for single cash fares on any of the 
lines, not more thana dollara day on any single 
line, and this does not mean more than 20 cents 
profit. At the same time the ticket system 
codt much more than any percentage of gain 
which would come out of the less or destruc- 
tion ef tickets. The printing costs between 
thirty-five and torty dollars a mom, and the 
system necessitates the employment of a 
man to count and distribute them into pack- 
uges fer each road, at a salary of $75 « month. 
Another cumbersome feature of the ticket sys- 
tem isthe exchange, or 

CLEAKING- HOUSE, 

The tickets sold on one road are good on any 
other and must be redeemed by the read issuing 
them. When the tickets are breugatin by the 
conductors, they are rapidly sorted out into 
different piles Those belonging to the company 
collecting them are burned each night, while 
the others are made up into buadies of filty 
dollars worth each These bundles are not more 
than-five inches long, und in width and breadth 
they are the size oft one cartieket, 
The office of the Missouri Railroad Company 
being the most central one, the represcnota- 
tives of all the roads meet there onthe first of 
each month to make their elearances. The 
tickets of euch line are returned = to 
the issuers and the ditterences paid 
incash. This whole system could be dis- 
pecsea with if some other protection could be 
ound, andthe officers of the Mis-ouri Road 
believe they Lave discovered pertect sulety in 
the ‘‘bell punch.“ 

The ticket system has not been abandoned 
nor is it likely that it will be tor some 
time to come, tne only change being the relax- 
ation of the old rule, to collect a seveun-cent 
ure. 

There area number of questions just now 
ugitating the managers ot 
different railroads, Atter the 
punch, which it is probable 
soon be employed on other lines, the next de- 
batable point is smoking on the cars, which 
some time ago had an important effect on the 
business done ontwoorthree lines. The Fifth 
street company were the first to put a 
stop to the use of tobacco on 
their cars, and the first to repent of their 
bargain and to permit it once more. The Mis- 
souri Railroad Company and the Wasiington 
avenue line still hold the fort, Hut all the 
other roads have returned to rst princi 
ples. The Franklin Avenue Company, the most 
old-fashioned and comfortable in the ty, 
never altered their rule about susoking, and, 
us u consequence, man) Propl* walk five or six 
blocks more than necessary to ride on the 
Franklin avenue cars.

Several indignant subscribers of 
Post-Disrarcu in the interior of the 
State Write us wrathful letters about an 
editorial in which we attributed the result 
of the Ohio election partly to the rag-baby 
and partly to the Dixon-Chisolm murders 
in tue South.

If the wages be low, so is the 
living; think of good chickens for sale at ten 
cents apiece! It does not pay to rob a hen- 
roost. The large estates are being cut up 
into small farms, owned indiscriminately by 
black and white. I drove through the 
country districts, through lands which 
only a little while ago were covered 
with oaks and pines. Now I find little 
homesteads with gardens and beginnings of 
orchards; in some cases pathetic attempts at 
decoration. For the first time in my experi- 
ence fruit, vegetables and chickens were daily 
offered at the door by negro menand wo- 
men. I saw few or e no idlers, and heard no 
expressions of discontent. The increased 
earnestness 
white men is most encouraging. They no 
longer direct, oversee, but literally put 
theirown hands to the plow, with honest 
pride in their work. They work during the 
day in that burning sun side by side with the 
negro, in perfect good comradeship. The 


great want of the State is capital, and that 


must flow in whenthe future is assured. Out- 
side interference in politics will de ruin- 
ous. It means accentuating the color-line; 
it means arraying labor against capital, ignor- 
ance against education. The misfortune for 
South Carolina is the coming Presidential 
election.

This sum 
includes $6,219,173 assets of the St. Louis 
Mutual, Missouri Mutual and De Soto trans- 
ferred, under the reinsurance contract, to 
the Mound City, and which were of necessi- 
ty included in the difference be- 
tween income and expenditures of 
the preceding years.

Reterence to the printed 
report shows that these are the figures of the 
Life Association’s total account for the year, 
which include $3,501,372 73, balance of net 
assets at the beginning ofthe year.

Busch, the author of Bismarck and his Fol- 
lowing,’’ has just contributed tothe Prussian 
Anuual another comprehensive recweii of the 
Chancellor's sayings, replete with psycholog- 
ical and political interest. Dur- 
ing Dr. Busch’s period of state service in the 
German Foreign Office he was, so it would ap- 
pear at leasttrom his contributions to Saxon 
and Prussian periodicals, a somewhat 
frequent guest at his illustrious 
chief's country-house in Pomerania, and 
he pictures to us the Prince in his favorite hour 
of relaxation, when, having eaten and drunken 
with an almost unique copiousness, he lights a 
huge porcelain pipe, such as German students 
peculiarly affect, and, with a smoking cup of 
black coffee before him and a second pipe filled 
with strong kanaster lying reaay to his hand, 
indulges in sttei- dinner table talk of a highly 
remarkable character. 

Wesubjoin a fewextracts culled almost at 


random from Dr. Busch’s vivacious paper. 
whieb will serve as eumples of the new revel- 
ations made by His Highness’s whilom secre- 
tary, shorthand writer and cipherer, whose 
third series of indiscretions is at least as enter- 
taining as his two former ones: 

»Ore evening we were taiking about the Bo- 
bemian campaign, andthe Prince narrated to 
us the following characteristic episode: ‘In 
the council of war at Nikolsvurg,’ he said, 
‘which was held in my room, the other meim- 
bers of that body were for carrying on the 
cempaign into Hungary. Iopposed this plan 
on the grounds of the cholera, the Hungarian 
steppes, the awkward change of front that 
would be necess „ political considerations 
and other matters which I urged upon them. 
However, they stuck to their notion, and 1 
spoke in vain again and again against the plan 
in question. At last 1 got up, went inte the 
bedroom, which was only separated from the 
sitting room bv athin partition, fung myself 
upon the bed and burst into a paroxvsm of 
loud weeping from sheer nervous excitement. 
In a few seconds ali became still in the next 
room, and their pronosition fell to the 
groupd.’’’ 

Another striking utterance, pronounced by 
the Chancellor when the .war in the Balkan 
Peninsula bad taken an unfavorable turn tor 
the Russians, may now be reproduced without 
indiscretion. He observed, It I were the Em 
peror Alexander I would take my troops back 
to the left bank ot the Danube and remain sta- 
tioned there during the winter; but, at the 
same time I would issue a manifesto to the 
powers that I was resolved to carry on the war 
for seven years, even though I should be re- 
duced te fight it out tothe end with peasants 
armed with dung-forks and threshing- Halls. 
I should feel perfectiy sure of my Russians. 
Next spring I would fifst capture a couple of 
the great fortresses on the river bank, and then 
work my way forward by degrees. 

„Talking, another evening, about the re- 
sults ofthe war with France, he remarked: 
»The King, when I was created a Prince, want- 
ea to ada the arms of Kisass and Lothringen to 
my escutcheon. I, however, said that I should 
much preter those of Scaleswig and Hoilstein— 
for that is the diplomatic campaign ot which 1 
am most proud.’ Councillor of Legation Von 
Holstein, one of the guests present, asked: 
‘You meant that, then, from the very first?’ 
‘Yes, certainly,’ answered the Prince, ‘imme- 
diately after the King of Denmark's death. 
But it was a difficult business. Everybody 
was against me. I did not feel quite sure 
of Russia. Napoleon was all right, tor he 
thought to put us under an obligation to 
him. Just at that time we held a State 
Council, at whichI told my hearers a good 
mnany things which must have appeared to 
them impossible. Judging by the astounded 
ex pression of their countenance: it was Obvious 
tome that they imagined I had drunk too 
much wine at luncheon. Costenoble took notes 
of the council’s proceedings, and when I look- 
ed overthem I found that those parts of my 
discourse at which [had spoken most clearly 
and forcibly had been omitted by him. I called 
his attention to this. ‘‘Yes,’’ he replied, 
‘that isthe case, certainly; butl thought it 
wouid be agreeable to you if I left that all 
out!’’ Irejoined, Not at all; by no means. I 
suppose you thought 1 was ‘blowing,’ but I 
muintuin that everything will happen just as 1 
gnuidit would.

Sometimes these moods of his remind one ot 
certain traits of Achilles, when sulking im his 
tent betore Troy—sometimes of Solomon’s out- 
cry, ‘But when I regarded all. my work which 
my hand had made, and the pains which I had 
taken, o all was vanity and vexation, and 
there was nothing new under the sun.’ One 
evening after vaving brooded to himself for 
some time in silence, he began to complain to 
us that he hed derived but tittle joy or satisfac- 
tion from his political activity. He assever- 
ated ‘that he had made nobody happy thereby 
—not himself, nor his family, nor, indeed,any- 
body else whatsoever.’ He went on to say, 
‘But Ihave made many people unhappy. But 
for we the three great wars would not have been 
foveht, 80, 000 men would not have perished.

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ENGLAND’S OLD NOBILITY, 


How the Great Landowners Obtained Their 
Estates—The Illegitimate Acquisition of 
Landed Property. 

The London Echo has been publishing an in- 
teicsting series of articles, entitled Our Old 
Nobility,’’ in which the growtnof tue noble 
families of England has been portrayea. Ina 
concluding article the writer thus sums up his 


views: 

In a hundred chapters I have briefly sketched 
the agrarian history of the majority of our most 
notable aristocratic houses. In my selection I 
have not been guided mainly by the greatness 
of their possessions, but rather by their his- 
toric interest or present prominence. Thus I 
have included some like the Erskines and 
Fanes, whose estates are small, and have alto- 
gether omitted peers like Lord Tredegar, with 
over one bundred thousand acres, and Lord 
Penrhyn, with a rentroll of £66,000. I have 
dealt in all with 122 nobles, owning 
in round numbers nearly five 
and a halt miilions of
